Conference opened with devotional exercises by Rev. Dr. Nichols. 

A report from the Western Maryland College was read, and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Literature. The President and Drs. 
Murray and Webster, responded to the Fraternal Messengers, whose 
greetings were offered curing the morning session. 

The following report from the Committee on Ecclesiastical Com- 
munications and Visitations, was adopted : 

1. Resolved^ That we have heard with great pleasure the kind greetings 
of the Fraternal Messengers from the Pittsburg Conference of the Metho- 
dist Church, viz : Rev. Wm. Collier, D. D., Rev. John Cowl, Rev. John 
Scott, D. D., Rev. T. H. Colhouer and W. H. Rinehart, Esq. Reciproca- 
ting most heartily the expressions of brotherly love that have fallen from 
their lips, and desiring to convey to their constituents our best wishes for 
their personal welfare, and the success of their labors in preaching the 
unsearchable riches of Christ, we hereby authorize and request the 
President of our Conference, to appoint Fraternal Messengers to the next 
Annual Conference of the Pittsburg District, Methodist Church. 

2. Resolved, That we have been gratified and cheered by the steadfast- 
ness with which our brethren in West Virginia adhere to the Church of 
their choice and love. We congratulate them upon the success that baa 
rewarded their self-sacrificing labors to promote the kingdom of Christ 
and maintain the integrity of their organization. We rejoice with them 
in the indications of increasing prosperity, and pray that they may be 
favored with the continued smiles of the Great Head of the Church. We 
tender to their Fraternal Messenger, Rev. 0. Lowther, the assurance of 
our love and esteem ; and as an evidence of our regard for the body which 
he represents, we authorize and request the President to appoint Frater- 
nal Messengers from this body, to communicate our sentiments, to the 
next Annual Conference of the West Virginia District, Methodist Protes- 

ant Church. 
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3. Resolved, That the fraternal visit of Rev. S. S. Roszel,, D. D. Rev. 
John Petherbridge, M. D., and Rev, W. V. Tudor, of the Baltimore Confer- 
ence, M. E. Church South, is highly appreciated by this body. We 
tender to them and the Conference they represent, the assurance of our 
fraternal regard ; and pray that they may be blessed with abundant suc- 
cess in the great work of spreading scriptural holiness through the land. 

Resolved, That in reciprocation of the courtesy of the Baltimore 
Conference, the President is hereby authorized and requested to appoint 
Fraternal Messengers to convey our salutations to the members of that 
body at their next session. 

The Committee have also had under consideration, communica- 
tions from Rev. Cornelius Springer, Rev. J. S Thrap and bro. Lewis 
Browning, Fraternal Messengers of the Muskingum Conference of 
the Methodist Church, and the resolutions of the Ohio Conference, 
of the same Church, in relation to the union of the Methodist 
Church and our own. Touching these subjects, we submit the fol- 
lowing resolutions : 

Resolved, That this Conference, appreciating the Christian feeling 
which prompted the Muskingum Conference of the Methodist Church to 
inaugurate fraternal intercourse, and desiring to promote peace, conh- 
deuce and love among all the' followers of our common Lord and Saviour, 
and especially among all those who are so nearly assimilated to ourselves 
in doctrine and ecclesiastical arrangements, do hereby authorize and re- 
quest the President to represent this body in the next Muskingum Con- 
ference of the Methodist Church. 

Resolved, That the presence of brothers Springer, Thrap and Browning, 
would have been highly gratifying to the members of this Conference. 
We regret that they were prevented from executing their commissions; 
and tender to them our Christian regards, with our prayers, that grace, 
, mercy and peace may be multiplied unto them. 

Resolved, That the rupture of our Ecclesiastical ties was never desired by 
this Conference. We did whatever commended itself to our judgment to 
prevent such a result; and deplored it when accomplished. We assure 
our brethren in the West, who declare that the act of separation (as we 
regarded it) was only an act “suspending official intercourse,” that we will 
place no obstacle in the way of resuming such intercourse, when they, 
shall desire to be represented again in the General Conference oftheMetho- 
dist Protestant Church, but on th e contrary, will hail with gladness the ap- 
pearance of representatives from all parts of the country, ft behooves us, 
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howerer, to say that a union of two distinct Ecclesiastical Bodies, such as 
the Methodist Protestant Church and the Methodist Church can be effect- 
ed only by negotiation, carried on by commissioners representing the 
General Conference or Convention of the Churches severally. 

The Maryland Conference ia but an integral part of the Methodist Pros- 
testant Church, and as such, can only act in connection with sister Con- 
ferences from which it has no desire to be separated. The continuance of 
fraternal intercourse will tend to the removal of misunderstandings 
and may result ultimatelv in that unity of sentiment (respecting quest'ons 
which now divide us) that will make organic unity, not only desirable, but 
practicable ; and for this result we will hope and pray,

Reiolved, That the ministers of this Conference be, and they are 
hereby recommended to preach at least once during the year, in each of 
their congregations, on this subject.

The following item from report of Committee on Necessities and 
Requests of Circuits and Stations was amended and adopted : 

That East Baltimore and Washington St. Stations be united, and be called 
Baltimore City Station, to be supplied with two preachers ; provided, that 
the President is not to understand that the Conference would endorse the 
appointment to said Station, of any minister who has filled his constitu- 
tional term in either East Baltimore or Washington St. Station. 

Rev. W. W. Reese was left; without an appointment at his own 
request. 

Dr J. J. Murray offered the following, which was adopted : 

Reiolved, That the missionary appropriations for the ensuing year, be 
confined to the aggregate of $3500.00, of this sum, $300.00 shall be used 
to pay deficiencies ; and the Committee shall assess the amount to the 
several charges. 

The report of committee on Bible Cause, was amended and adopt- 
ed, as follows :

That we recognize the eminent propriety of the use of the Bible 
in the Public Schools of the State, and enter our most earnest protest 
against any attempt to exclude it therefrom. 

That we have confidence in the management of the Maryland 
State Bible Society, and recommend the co-operation of our Churches with 
said Society in the good work in which it is engaged. 

Uh. That we enjoin upon our Superintendents the duty of lifting a col- 
lection in aid of the Bible Cause, at such time during the year as in their 
judgment may be best suited to the purpose. 

5^4. That the funds raised in Maryland, for the Bible Cause, be brought 
to Conference and placed in the hands of a Committee, who shall pay them 
to the agent of the Maryland State Bible Society, as the contributions of 
the Maryland Annual Conference of the Methodist Protestant Church. 

(^fh. That the fund raised shall be applied to the makiug of Life Direc- 
tors or Life Members of the Bible Society; the Committee on Bible Cause 
being authorized to name the persons on whom this honor shall be con- 
ferred in cases where the contributors fail to claim this benefit. 

'Ith. That the funds now credited to our Church be applied as follows; 

For Life Directors : — Rev. S. B. Southerland, D. D., President ot the 
Maryland Annual Conference, and Rev. John Roberts. 

For Life Members : — Revs. W. T. Dumra and H. C. Cushing and Wm. H. 
Griffith, Esq. 

8/A. That a Committee on the Bible Cause be added to the list of Stand- 
ng Committees. 

Resolved, That this Conference recognize in the operations of the Mary- 
land Tract Society a work of vast proportions and inestimable benefit, 
commending itself to the sympathy and support of our Churches.

The committee on Itinerancy and Orders, recommend that Rev.

The Official Character of every ministerial member of the Con- 
ference was passed without objection. 

Report of Committee on paper from Cecil Circuit was taken up, 
and the whole subject was referred to the Quarterly Conference of 
said Circuit. 

Committee on President’s Parsonage made a report, which was 
adopted, and on motion, P. E. Kent, Esq., was continued as agent.

The committee on Literature made a report, which was adopted, 

as follows : 
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REPORT OP THE COMMITTEE ON LITERATURE. 

The committee on Literature beg leave to report to the Maryland 
Annual Conference, as follows : 

1. Your Committee have examined and considered the report, and ac- 
companying statements of the Book Directory, and find that the Book 
Concern is in a healthy condition, and that the prospects of our Church 
paper are brightening. During the past year the Directory have reduced 
the price of the paper from Three Dollars to Twro Dollars per annum. The 
propriety ot this measure is shown by the figures contained in the report, 
^fiom which it appears that the increase in the number of subscribers dur- 
ng the past year, was one thousand one hundred and fifty-four (1,154.) 
Vour Committee would express their approval of this reduction in price, 
and recommend in view of this fact, increased exertion on the part of 
our ministry and laity in extending the circulation of the Church Paper. 

Vour Committee approve also of the selection of Rev. A. Webster, D. 
D., to fill the vacancy occasioned by the removal of Rev. T. D. Valiant from 
Baltimore City, and recommend confirmation thereof by this Conference. 

The Directors express the hope that they will be judged by the Confer- 
ence to have performed their part in the arrangements for “pains-taking 
economy and mutual sacrifices,” which judgment your Committee deem 
but proper in recognition of the facts and figures set forth in the report, 
and, therefore, respectfully recommend as the sense of this Conference. 
Your Committee would here express their high appreciation of the valu- 
able services of Rev. A. Webster, D. D. John J. Murray, D. D. and Daniel 
Bowers, the Advisory Committee appointed by the Directory, upon whom 
almost the entire labor of last year devolved, as also their hearty approval 
and endorsement of the editorial conduct and management of the paper. 

Your Committee have had under consideration, the frequently repeated 
®f the employment of an editor who may devote his entire time 
to the care and management of the paper, but in consideration of the ap- 
proaching Convention, deem it expedient to refer the subject to that body, ' 
with the recommendation to the Directory, that in the meanwhile they 
make such arrangements for the editorial conduct and management of the 
paper as they may deem prsper. 

2. Your Committee have also examined and considered the report of the 
Trustees of the Western Maryland College and the accompanying report 
of the Local Executive Committee to the Trustees. From these papers it 
appears that the value of the College property is $24,192.98, and that the 
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amonnt of present indebtedness, inclnlding interest to date, is $21,589.53. 
From this amount of indebtedness, however, should be deducted the 
amount collecUd by our worthy and efficient agent Rev. P. L. Wilson. 
Estimating this amount as at least $8,400, the actual indebtedness is 
only $13 189 53, and the clear unencumbered value of the property’ $11,- 
003.45. This is the amount that we have now in the College. 

It also appears from the statistics of the session just ended, that the 
total receipts for the past session were $5,353.98, and the total expenses 
ineluding interest on debt $5,204.33, the receipts of the session being 
$149.65 over and above the expenses. This is certainly an encouraging 
exhibit. It also appears that the patronage of the College from abroad 
has largely increased. 

In view of these facts and figures, your Committee agree with the Board 
of Trustees in their conviction that the College is in a fair way to become 
extensively useful, and that there can be no doubt of its ultimate success, 
provided- its friends persevere in the plans already laid for its establish- 
ment — especially that of the worthy and efficient agent appointed by the 
Conference at its last session. 

Although no formal report of our College agent has yet been made to 
the Conference, his labors and success are well known, and your Commit- 
tee respectfully recommend that an agent of the Maryland Annual Con- 
ference be appointed for the coming year, whose duty it shall be to travel 
through the bounds of the Maryland District, and when it can be done 
consistently with his duties here, in other States and through other Con- 
ferences to present the claims of, and solicit subscriptions for the Western 
Maryland College. This appointment we deem more than ever proper and 
necessary. It is more important that the Conference should have such an 
agent in behalf of the College now, having succeeded thus far, than it 
was at the outset. The first year of the labors of our agent is well known 
to have been one of financial distress and very unfavorable to such an en- 
terprise. Your Committee think that the progress made and the measures 
of success had in the growth and management of the College, justify a 
belief in its still further progress and ultimate entire success. 

3. Your Committee have had under consideration a design for the for- 
mation of on Educational Endowment Society, the object of which shall 
be to accumulate funds for the purpose of paying salaries and other ex- 
penses of the present College, or of any other College or Institution of 
Learning, within the jurisdiction of the Maryland Annual Conference, so 
that the same may be always under the control and management of this 
Conference. The design is one that we suppose will commend itself to 
all those who desire to see the greatest success of our beloved Church 
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and your Conamittee, therefore, recommend the formation of such a so- 
ciety. And they present herewith a certificate of incorporation, together 
with a Constitution and By-Laws for the organization and management 
thereof, and recommend the adoption of the same.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SABBATH SCHOOLS. 

Your Committee beg leave to submit the following report concern- 
ing the Sabbath School interest and work in the Maryland District : 

1. The Present statds of our Sunday School Work. — There »ra 
now in this Conferenee District 1,709 schools, 1,786 teachers, 10,293 scho- 
lars, 35,116 volumes in library. It will be seen by reference to the sta- 
tistics of this work for 1869, that this report is not so favorable as that of 
last year. Your Committee think that greater efforts should be made by 
our ministers and Sabbath Schools to get all our own children into our 
own schools, as well as those children whose parents are not in any 
church. 

2. Recommendations. 1. — Your Committee would recommend to all our 
Sabbath Schools a more jealous care concerning the literature they fur- 
nish the children. Much of that which is now to be found in many of oor 
Sabbath-school libraries is of very questionable character, and of perni- 
cious tendency ; calculated more to amuse than instruct, to excite than to 
teed, to vitiate than to improve the taste for that which is substantial, ele- 
vating and edifying. 

The Christianity intended to be promoted by the Sunday School is that 
which rests on the basis of an intelligent faith. Such a basis is not to be 
secured by much of the current Sabbath-school literature of the day. 
But by a literature that comprehends, illustrates and simplifies “Bible 
geography, Bible biography, Bible history, Bible antiquity, Bible ethics, 
the grand system of moral precepts taught in the Sacred pages ; and Bible 
Theology, that sublime scheme of doctrines” taught by our Saviour. To 
which might be added, volumes of travel in Bible land, volumes of Chris- 
tian biography, and volumes of interesting ecclesiastical historical narra- 
tive. Such a library would be an efficient help in'the accomplishment of 
Sabbath School work. 
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2. Your Committee most respectfully recommend to our next General 
Conference the importance of such legislation as will place the Sabbath 
School nnder the immediate control of our Book of Discipline. 

3. 7our Committee recommend to our people that they give encour- 
agement and such aid as they may see fit to the agents and missionaries 
employed by the Maryland Sunday School Union in the State of Mary- 
1 and. 

4. Your Committee recommend that an Annual Conference Sabbath 
School Convention be held on the first Wednesday and Thursday nights 
during each session of our Conference, and that Rev. T. D. Valiant, be the 
President, and Rev. R. Scott, Norris and H. F. ZollickoflFer, Vice-Presidents; 
and Rev. E. J. Drinkhouse the Secretary of the Convention. 

Finally your Committ-^e recommend that the officers above named, be 
a committee to select from year to year, such questions for discussion, and 
such speakers as in their judgment they may deem best. 

Resolved, That the President and Vice-Presidents herein appointed, be a 
committee to prepare a plan of organization of a Methodist Protestant 
Sabbath School Union, to be located in Baltimore, and report at the next 
session of Conference.

ELECTORAL COLLEGE.

Rev. Thomas Mahlon Wilson, departed this life, at his late 
residence, near Libertytown, Frederick Co. j\Id. February 1st. 1870. 

Rro. Wilson, was born in Hagerstown, Md. March 1st,, 1814, 
and was fifty-five years and eleven months old on the day of his death. 
He was converted in his seventeenth year, at a Camp meeting, of 
the M. K. Church, held near VV''illiauisburg, Fa., and soon after joined 
the Methodist Frotesiant Church, and was licensed to preach the 
Gospel. Thus early called inio the vineyard of the Lord, and to the 
work of the holy ministry, he began life in earnest ; and for some 
fourteen or fifteen yeais, exercising in a local sphere, as an unstationed 
minister, he was accustomed to preach every Sabbath, riding or walk- 
ing long distances on Saturday afternoon to meet his appointments, 
and returning on Sunday night. In this way he made himself use- 
ful, performing a large amount of gratuitous lab >r for the Church, , 
and at the same time freely contributing of his limited means to the 
support of the itinerant ministers, laboring on the circuit. His 
brother, Lev. Dr, David Wilson, writing of his early ministry, says: 
•‘1 am sure he enjoyed in a high degree, the confidence of the 
several communities where he lived, and as late as eighteen months 
ago, I heard aged men speak of several sermons, they heard him 
preach, in his boyhood ministry, in terms of highest praise. “Being a 
skillful mechanic in wood and iron, while he thus labored in the Gospel 
withou t fee or reward, like the Apostle to the Gentiles, he wrought 
dilligently with his hand^, that he might not be chargeable to any. 
And he was conducting a growing and remunerative business, at the 
very time he heard the voice of the Master, calling him to more efi'ec- 
tive duty, in the active ministry ; but he gave up all for the Church.” 

Accordingly, in the year 1842, he was received into the Maryland 
Annual Conference, in Georgetown, D. C., and was appointed to 
Fhillipsburg Mission, where he labored one year. The next year, or 
a part of it, was spent on Trough Creek circuit. His subsequent 
appointments were as follows: Concord two years, Union two 
years, Queen Annes three years, Alexandria two years. Pipe Creek 
two years, Frederick, three years, making in all sixteen years of 
1 active itinerant life. A t the close of his term of service on Frederick 

circuit, he found himself laboring under a bronchial affection, which 
\ forced him to retire, from a work to which he had from early life 

devoted the best energies both of his mind and heart. In this con- 
[ dition of his health, he was placed on the superannuated list, by his 

brethren ; but he was induced, nevertheless, to accept for one year, 
the Missionary Agency, in the hope that general travel with little 
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vocal effort mighit serve to recruit his health, but this hope failed, 
and the following spring, he retired from all active service in the 
Church, and took up his residence in Uniontown, Md., where he 
owned a comfortable home. Here, having no income, save the com- 
parative small dividend accruing to him from the funds of the Con- 
ference, thrown mainly on his own exertions for support, and having 
a family to provide for and educate, Bro. Wilson corrageously, and 
cheerfully, faced the difficulties of his situation, and shunned neither 
toil nor sufiering, in securing an honest living for himself and family. 
In these circumstances, his mechanical skill became of great value to 
him, enabling him to find paying employment, and opening to him 
services of revenue, which, to others unskilled would have been 
entirely wanting. Thus nobly struggling in active toil, managing 
his secular affairs with business-like discretion, practicing withal a 
wise and wholesome economy, he continued to make himself and 
family comparatively comfortable, and at the same time to educate 
is children. Sensitive however, upon the subject of receiving assis- 
tance from the Church ; although he was entitled to all, and more 
than the Church was able to give him, the ambition of his heart was, 
if possible, so to improve his circumstances as to rise above such de- 
pendence. With this view, he sold his little property at Uniontown, 
where he had spent six years of quiet retirement, and purchased a 
valuable farm near Libertytown, where he spent the balance of his 
life. This step involved him pecuniarily, which not only caused 
him much anxiety of mind, but led him to put forth physical exer- 
tion beyond his ability, to enduce which, had the effect, no doubt, to 
shorten his life. In this connection, his brother justly remarks: 
“He was a martyr to his own personal exertions, to live and support 
his family, independent of Conference assistance. In these efforts 
I am free to say he acted against my remonstrances and entreaties. I 
feared the result and continually dissuaded him from making these 
exertions. Alas ! my apprehensions were too soon and sadly realized. 
But God’s ways are right, and we will not complain.” 

After his retirement from the active work, he was only able to 
preach occasionally, and for more than a year prior to his death, his 
malady growing worse daily, he was compelled to desist from it alto- 
gether. Indeed for the last six months of his life he was only able 
to speak even to his family and friends, in a whisper. But he 
endured it all with patience, and uncomplainingly submitted to the 
will of God. This lesson he had been learning all his life, and when 
death approached he could say, in full confidence, “I know that my 
Redeemer liveth.” One of his brethren who visited him a short time 
before his death, writes : He was then evidently fast ripening for the 
garner of the Lord, so cheerful, so genial, so thoughtful for others, so 
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warm in his Christian friendships, and yet so fully conscious that he 
was dying/^ Bro. Wilson was a good man, a true man, a faithful 
minister, of the New Covenant. And having spent his life so well, it 
was fitting indeed, that his dying lips should say, to his weeping 
family as they stood around his bed : ^‘All is we 11.^^ 

Bro. Wilson’s opportunities of early educational training we are 
told, were quite limited, closing as early as his twelfth year. He 
attained, nevertheless, to a highly respectable position, as a minister 
of the Gospel. As a preacher, his bearing in the pulpit was grave 
and impressive, his language chaste and well chosen, and his sermons, 
as a whole, always entertaining and instructive. He excelled in 
statements of doctrine and had the happy art, of always simplifying 
to the humblest capacity, those thruths which it is difficult, for the 
unregenerate mind clearly to comprehend. Says one who knew him 
well, never heard him utter an ambiguous sentence, and it is but 
just to his memory to say that several of the most impressive sermons 
I ever remember to have heard on faith and repentance, and the 
office of the Holy Spirit fell from his lips ” Wherever he labored 
he found appreciative, audiences among the more intelligent classes, 
and was admired by many, as a clear and forcible expounder of Gos- 
pel truth. He was a gentleman of elegant manners, genial in his 
spirit, and withal possessed of uncommonly fine conversational pow- 
ers. He was consequently, always a favorite in the family, and in 
the social circle. But as a minister of Jesus, he brought all these 
fine qualities to his work, making them tributary to the cause, 
preaching by example, as well as precept, the glorious Gospel of 
Christ. But he is gone — gone from labor to reward. 

“Servant of God, well done, 

Thy glorious w'arfare’s past ; 

The battle’s fought, the race is won. 

And thou art crown’d at last.’’
